Greg Sass wrote this article for the Knights of 
Columbus News Letter and I wanted to share 
it with you. 

Whole Community Catechesis 

Have you ever had a question about some part 
of the Mass, why the church is decorated the 
way it is, how to find a passage in the Bible, 
what is the Easter Triduum, etc? Have you 
ever asked the person sitting next you about 
it? Or maybe you visited with someone after 
Mass about it? Has someone ever had a 
question about our faith and asked you about 
it? Were you able to answer the question? 
This is the concept behind whole community 
catechesis. We learn from each other. We are 
on a faith journey together as a community. 


Our Lady of the Black Hills will begin a new 
method of faith formation this fall. In the past, 
our parish has mainly focused on our youth 
and sacramental preparation. These are 
important, but this simply is not enough. Just 
like many professional jobs require 
“continuing education” for continued growth 
and knowledge, our church expects the same 
of us. Just because we are confirmed, doesn’t 
mean we are done learning about our faith. 

During baptism, parents are told they are the 
primary teachers of faith for their children, 
and are asked if they accept this 
responsibility. And we as a community, with 
the Godparents representing the entire parish, 
are asked to help the parents teach our faith. 
By changing the focus of faith formation from 
primarily the youth, to the whole community, 
we can all journey together in our faith life, 
helping each other grow and gain knowledge. 
This will strengthen us to build a relationship 
with Christ and to live as the Gospels teach us 
to live. It means if you are a member of the 
parish, you are part of the program. 

As a parish, we are still early in the planning 
stages for whole community catechesis, with a 
core team identified and a few meetings held. 
The core team has decided to establish the 
second Wednesday of each month as the 
formal gathering time. An initial schedule has 
been developed with the first gathering 
scheduled for December 12 th . To learn more 
about this new approach to faith formation, 
please attend one of the two open houses 
scheduled for Sunday, September 16 at 9:15 
a.m. and Wednesday, September 19 at 7:00 
p.m. Or you can contact any member of the 
core team as listed in the Parish Bulletin, or 
call the Parish Office.
